Charles Guille Warner, pioneer rail- 
road man and former vice-president of 
the Missouri Pacific, died at his home, 


5206 Washington boulevard, Saturday 
morning after a prolonged ‘fliness, re- 
sulting from a paraiytic stroke of sev- 
eral years ago. 

His most noteworthy achievment was 
the consolidation of the Gould lines in 
the West and when he retired from ac- 
tive work in 1904, George J. Gould in- 
sisted on presenting him with two years’ 
salary. 

During the Civil War, he served with 
the Thirty-second Regiment of Missouri 
volunteers and was mustered out a cap- 
tain. After the war, he tried farming 
for three years in Jefferson County af- 
ter which he began his career as a 
railroad man. His. first occupation in 
this field was a job as billing clerk for 
the Great Western Dispatch, a fast 
freight line operating on the Ohio & 
Mississippi. 

His connection with the Missouri Pa- 
cific began in 1369 when he was em- 
ployed as a clerk in the St. Louis of- 
fice. From 1877 to 1898 he was general 
auditor for the road and during that 
time scanned accounts aggregating $400,- 
c00,000. From 1893 to 1904 he was prin- 
cipal vice-president of the Missouri Pa- 
cific and the Iron Mountain roads and 
retired on account of ill health. 

Nq@ arrangements for the funeral have 
yet been made. He is survived by a 
widow, Mrs. Anna Warner and three 
Zaughters, Mrs. Herman Kooser of Web- 
ster Groves, Mrs. W. M. Armstrong and 
Mrs. A. G. Douglas of St. Louis.

When’ the end 
eamé she was the friend at Duryea’s 
bedside. None of his family was there.

FINANCES CAUSE CHANGE 


Tennesseean, on Verge of Losing 
Fortune in Mine, Quits to 
Save What-He Can.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Henry L. 
Stimson, defeated Republican candidate 
for Governor of New York at the last 
State election. and friend of Theodore 
Roosevelt, Monday will take the oath 
of ‘office as Secretary ot War, to suc- 


ceed Jacob McG. Dickinson, a Demo- 
crat of Tennessee, who has resigned to 
attend to his person&!l business. 

Upon Dickinson’s resignation, Presi- 
dent Taft immediately began a search 
for a new Secretary of War. He said 
today that his decision to name Stim- 
s0n came quickly, without much con- 
He had known Stimson for 
years, he said. Stimson is a graduate 
of Yale. Taft considered that Stimson's 
service with the Government qualified 
him for the position. 

In New York, at the height of the last 
gubernatorial campaign, Taft publicly 
stated that he held Stimson in high re- 
gard and would keep him in mind for fu- 
ture service. is decision to do this 
grew largely out of. the manner in 
which Stimson, as special counsel for 
the Government, had handled the cus- 
toms fraud prosecutions in New York. 
Stimson has had military experience, 
having been a member of the famous 
Squadron A of New York. Senator Root 


‘strongly indorsed Stimson, who was his 


former law partner. 
Fortune in Jeopardy. 

It was to save some part of his 
fortune, now gravely in jeopardy, 
that Dickinson resigned as Secretary 
of War. No question of politics, it 
is declared, is involved in his resig- 
nation. After he sent his res‘gna- 
tion to the President, he had a con- 
versation with Taft, in which he set 
forth his reasons in detail. The story 
he told the President is this: 

Dickinson, his wife and his brother- 
in-law a few years ago invested t'eir 
entire wealth, about $250,000, in a 
coal mine near fhe Secretary’s Ten- 
nessee home. The money the Secre- 
tary himself put into the mine con- 
stituted his savings from his life- 
time efforts. The money his wife ard 
brother-in-law invested was what 
had been left to them in a legacy. 
At first the mine, which Was called 
the Belle Air, paid, but a few months 
ago it began to run down. Those in 
charge of its operations could not 
bring enough of the deposit forth to 
meet the expenses of operating. 

Waits on War Clouds, 


A short’ time ago Dickinson and 


‘his partners were compelled to put 


more money into the mine, and the 
Secretary had to dispose of his valu- 
able stock farm in Tennessee to 4do 
this. It was of no avail, however. 
and a few weeks ago the mine went 
into the hands of a receiver. 

Dickinson realized that his per- 
s0nal attention to the business was 
necessary if he was to save for his 
wife, his brother-in-law and himself 
any part of the wreck. It was then 
that he decided to give up his post 
in the President's cabinet and return 
to Tennessee. 

But the trouble in Mexico became 
acute and Dickinson told the Presi- 
dent that he would remain until the 
war clouds had cleared. When the 
revolutionists captured Jaurez on 
Wednesday, he saw that he could be 
relieved, as he did not think any 
more border complications would 
arise.

CHICAGO, May 13.—J. Ogden Armour 


and nine other Chicago packers must go 
to trial on Féderal indictments charg- 
ing them with conspiracy to control the 
price of fresh meat in violation of ‘the 
Sherman anti-trust law. This was de- 
cided yesterday by Judge Carpenter ‘of 
the United States District Court, who 
overruled a demurrer to the indictments 
in which the packers had held that the 
Sherman law failed sufficiently to de- 
fine the offense it ought to prohibit.

Industry Control Charged. 

Attorneys for the Government said 
the decision was a blow at the packers’ 
defense and that the prosecution had 
scored at every point. 

The indictments charged that the 
packers controlling ‘the greater part ot 
the meat industry, are divided into 
three .groups, the Armour, Swift and 
Morris groups, and have a common me- 
dium of exchange of price lists and in+« 
strudtions through the National Pack- 
ing Co. 

The indictments also charged that the 
three groups have an arrangement 
whereby they would not compete in ter- 
ritory belonging to another group. 

In the demurrer to the indictments. 
the packers held that the Sherman law 
was too indefinite and uncertain in de- 
fining the elements of the crime to jus- 
tify tht indictments. Judge Carpenter 
denied this. “The statute defines the 
acts declared to be unlawful in simple 
English,”’ he ruled. ‘‘The purpose of the 
act, when ascertained from the lan- 


guage used, is as clear as may be,”

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THE BATTLE OF JUAREZ. 

What is the significance of the battle of Juarez 
and what will be its influence on the future of 
Mexico? Will its importance with relation to 
subsequent events entitle it to a place among the 
battles of first importance in history. 

In selecting the 15 decisive battles of the world 
which he describes in his famous book, Sir Edward 
Creasy said his judgment was determined by the 
influence of their results on the destinies of na- 
tions and races and the history of the world. 
The battles which he considered decisive were not 
necessarily the greatest in point of numbers en- 
gaged or slain, or in temporary rewards, but 
they had a determinative influence on the careers 
of nations and the development of civilization. 

Marathon checked the invasion of Europe by 
the conquering power of the Medes and Persians 
and preserved Europe for European instead of 
Asiatic civilization. 

The defeat of the Athenians at Syracuse made 
Rome instead of Greece the dominant world 
power. 

The battle of Ashela destroyed the Persian em- 
pire and diffused Grecian civilization and cul- 
ture throughout Western Asia. 

The battle of Metaurus saved Europe from Af- 
rican domination. 

The defeat of Varus by Arminius determined 
the ascendancy of the Germanic over the Roman 
power in Northern Europe. — 

Europe might have been heathen under the 
rulership of the Huns if Attila had not been 
beaten at Chalons. 

The Turks might have conquered Europe if 
Charles Martel had not driven them back at 
Tours. ) 

To summarize more briefly: the fight at Hast- 
ings gave England to the Normans; Joan of 
Arc at Orleans preserved France for the French 
nation; Spain’s plan to conquer-the world went 
down with her Armada; the French domination 
of Europe under Louis XIV was broken at Blen- 
heim; Russia became a European power on the 
ruins of Swedish ascendancy at Pultowa; Ameri- 


toga; Valmy saved France for democracy; Water- 
loo ended the Napoleonic dream of empire and 
checked the tide of democracy in Europe. 

In later times since Creasy’s original volume 
was published, Vicksburg and Gettysburg decid- 
ed the fate of the Union and abolished slavery in 
America; Sedan welded the German states into 
an empire and made it a world power; Manila 
Bay ‘and Santiago swept away the last vestige of 
Spain’s colonial empire and injected the virus of 
imperialism in the blood of American democracy; 
the battle in the Sea of Japan gave Japan instead 
of Russia the ascendancy in Northern Asia. 

The aggregate number of men engaged in the 
Juarez battle did not exceed 2000. There were 
200 killed and 300 wounded. But its immediate 
effects on the Mexican revolution were important. 
It changed an insurrection into a war and gave 
the revolutionists a seat of government and a port 
of entry. It aroused the spirit of revolution 
throughout Mexico and struck terror to the hearts 
of the Diaz adherents. It was a staggering blow 
to his Government, ? 

That it marks the beginning of the end of 
the Diaz dictatorship may be regarded as cer- 
tain. But what more does it signify? Does it 
mean the final downfall of the Spaniard’s ascend- 


fancy in Mexico and its complete domination by 
the Indian rate? 


Will peonage cease? The op- 
pression of the peons of Mexico almost equals that 
of the peasants of France before the Revolution. 
They are beasts of burden, sunk in hopeless pov- 
erty and misery. Will their blind passions gov- 
erp the course of the revolution until a readjust- 
ment Of forees is accomplished? Will it bring 
a reaction to savagery with the rise of another 
Diaz, or an orderly advance to free government? 
It is impossible to calculate the influence of a 
great popular revolution in Mexico, either upon 
Mexico or a large part of Spanish America of 
kindred blood and similar conditions. And over 
the turmoil is the shadow of American interfer- 
ence, which may be forced by the hotheads of 
war or the coo] heads of interest. 

The skirmish at Juarez suggests interesting 
questions and may lead to far-reaching conse- 
quences. Let us hope the immediate as well as 
the remote effects, however momentous, may re- 
sult in a larger measure of freedom and progress 
for the Mexican people. Let us promote that end 
with all our. power and influence.

Every time mention is made of lowering the 
tariff the stand-patters plead that it will impair 
the revenue. Their latest contention is that free 
raw wool would make a disastrous inroad on the 
income of the Government. It would, if the sa- 
cred Schedule K were molested only in respect to 
the tax it imposes on raw wool. The Democrats 
would not be so foolish as to confine their reforms 
only to that article. 

The revenue from Schedule K averages about 
$36,000,000 a year. Of this sum, about half comes 
from the duty on raw wool. At least 90 per cent 
of the other half comes from the duties levied on 
wool cloths and fabrics valued above 70 cents per 
pound. The rates on fabrics valued at less than 
70 cents per pound are practically prohibitive. 
One illustration will do. In 1907 the returns from 
wool cloth were as follows: 

Cloth valued at not more than 40 cents a pound, 
rate 134.97 per cent ad valorem; the imports were 
valued at $27,693 and the revenue was $37,378. 

Cloth valued at more than 40 and not more than 
70 cents a pound, rate 118.89 per cent; the imports 
were valued at $188,917, and the revenue was 


$224,596. 

Cloth valued above 70 cents a pound, rate 94.32 
per cent; the imports were valued at $5,869,487 
and the revenue was $5,064,787.

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For Those Who Would Preserve Their 


Good Looks and Be Eternally Young.

OU need not be ugly. You need 
2 not grow oid. 
If you do, it is your own fault. 
From the secret lairs where 
they carry on their researches, some of 
the most famous doctors in the world 
are sending out these consoling mes- 
sages. 

No more homeliness and a postpone- 
ment of old age until such time as one 
can look forward to it gratefully. 

The last word on the subject comes 
from Dr. Arnold Lorand of Carlsbad. 
In his book called ‘“‘Old Age Deferred,” 


published by the F. A. Davis Co., Phil- 7 


adelphia, the eminent physician sets 
forth new and {nteresting facts on the 
subject of remaining young. 

It is a book that should be highly rec- 
ommended to men and women who are 
reaching what we call middle age; who 
are beginning to feel their youthful 
elasticity and enthusiasm departing 
from them: in other words, who begin 
to feel tired and old 

Differing from certain eminent French 
physicians who say that we are as old 
as our arteries, Dr. Lorand’s theories 
show that age depends on the quality 
of the thyroid gland. This is a small 
giand situated in the upper part of the 
windpipe, and it is intimately — sym- 
pathetically related to the most vital 
parts of the body. 

OME years ago, extracts of the 

thyroid glands of sheep were 
given to patients as medicine and the 
marvelous cures effected were Tre~- 
ceived with general incredulity by the 
public. Dr. Lorand, however, fas 
continued with these experiments, 

While replenishing with animal ex- 
tracts of a corresponding kind the 
glands which have diminished or de- 
teriorated with age, his patients have 
been restored not only to health out 
have looked much younger; so that a 
woman of 65 after several years’ 
treatment with thyroid extracts 
looked more like 42 in years; and an- 
other patient of 42 after taking the 
thyroid tablets daily for 12 months 
looked 10 years younger. 

The part of the book dealing with 
animal extracts as a prevention of 
premature old age is naturally ex- 
tremely scientific, and thyroid and 
other extracts can only be taken 
under constant supervision of a phy- 
sician. But the other advice cor- 
tained in “Old Age Deferred” on the 
subject of youthfulness car be fel- 
lowed out by anyone. 

Many of the ills which we are hefr 
to and which destroy one’s youthful 
appearance are traced by Dr. Lorand 
to the deterioration of the ductless 

»glands of the body. Obesity, for Ia- 
stancé, and also premature gray hair 
‘and loss of hair. 

R. LORAND gives 12 commané- 

ments for the preservation of 
youth, and they should be learned by 
heart and followed by every woman 
who wants to defer old age as long 
as possible. 

1. Be as much as possible in the 
open air, and especially the sunshine. 
Take plenty of exercise, taking os- 
pecial care to breathe deeply and 
regularly. 

The physician quotes from Sir Herman 
Weber and recommends a breathing ex- 
ercise. Inspire in an erect position 
with raised arms and closed mouth. 
During expiration bend the body for- 
ward so that the fingers touch the 
ground. Continue from three to five 
minutes once or twice a day. Then in- 
crease to ten minutes or a quarter of an 
hour. 

Beside the beneficent influence on the 

circulation, deep breathing maintains 
the elasticity of the chest walls which 
are apt to become stiff with advanc- 
ing age. 
, No. 2 Live on agdiet consisting of 
meat once a day; eggs, cereals, green 
vegetables, fruit and raw milk of healthy 
cows (as much as the stomach will per- 
mit), and masticate properly. 

No. 3. Take a bath daily and in addi- 
tion once a week or once every two 

weeks to take a sweat bath if the heart 
can stand it.

Avoid places that are overheat- 
ed, especially by steam, and badly ven- 
tiated. Replace or reinforce the functions 
of the organs which may have become 
changed by age or disease, by means of 
the extracts from the corresponding or- 
gans of healthy animals. But only do 
thie under the strict supervision of 
medica! men who are thoroughly fa- 
_millar with the functions of the duct- 
leas giands. 

N writing on food hygiene, Dr. Lo- 

rand advocates moderation especial- 

ly, And his chapters on the vegetarian 
diet are to be recommended to the fad- 
_ Gists who rush into a non-meat diet 
without properly weighing the food val- 
ues in the vegetables which they eat. 

I have agen many perfectly healthy 
vegetarians, but they could always sup- 
plement their meatless diet with the 
healthiest of fresh air. I always can 


’ pot a city-dwelling vegetarian by a 
@gertain lack of vitality. As Dr. Lorand 
{1 _ points out the monarchs of the animals 
; ‘are among the carnivorous class, and if 


we take them as our example, the cour- 


helplessness of the sheep. However, the 
dangers af a too-abundant meat diet 
are more to be warded against even 
than vegetarianism, especially in the 
fight with old age. 

A meat diet should be supplemented 
by plenty of fruit and vegetables taken 
at the other two meals and meat should 
never be eaten more than once a day. 
As we advance in years, meat should 
sive way to sour milk and yegetables, 
the quantity of meat decreasing grad- 
ually. 

After dwelling on the necessity for 
masticating food thoroughly, the doc- 
tor says it is unnecessary for women 
to abstain from drinking at meals, as 
it is an erroneous idea that this pro- 
duces obesity. On the other hand, not 
drinking during meals may lead to bad 
results, 


MONG the hints on retaining a 
youthful appearance are many 
which will appeal to readers.. The use 
of hot baths, for instance, to promote 
circulation and benefit the face. Mas- 
sage of the gums by the finger on which 
are a few drops of olive of] to obtain 
a regular supply of blood to the gums 
and keep them and the teeth in a 
healthy condition... Women who want to 
look slender as they grow old should re- 
duce the quantity of.meat as well as 
that of starchy food and sweets. For 
corpulency ig best brought about by 
much meat. 

Much of the poisonous products of the 
body can be eliminated through perspi- 
ration, and the daily bath with friction 
by means of a brush is advocated for 
everyone. Most of us take it for grant- 
ed all take a bath every day; but un- 
fortunately it is not so, and perhaps the 
gentle reminder that the daily bath 
will aid in preventing premature old 
age can bring certain renegades back 
to the cult of soap, water and a scrub- 
bing brush. 

Porous underclothing is very highly 
recommended, and. such materials as 
will in no way check the perspiration 
of the body, and the evaporation of 
perspiration. Wool absorbs perspiration 
too easily, and gives off the moisture 
too slowly, leaving the clothing damp. 
Lineh is advantageously worn in warm 
weather, and ramie, a material: made 
from a tropical plant, together with 
silk underwear for those who can af- 
ford it, or cotton, have the greatest 
average advantages. Underwear should 
be carefully dried before’ it is put on, 
and if we follow this very interesting 
book, men will have to find something 
to substitute for starched linen shirts, 
and very high standing collars, which 
are bad for them, and foolish besides. 
The low collar is advocated for wom- 
en, but rubbers are tabooed. ) 

The body should be kept warm by 
friction and exercise, and all garments 
should be warm enough but not air- 
tight. 

Dr. Lorand is an ardent advocate of 
air baths, sun baths and rational exer- 


cise. 
a. commandments on sleep ought to 
be followed by all women who want 
to keep their looks and their youthful 
appearance; for nothing is so dest#ict- 
ive to the beauty of the human face 
as lack of sleep or staying for a long 
time in places that are over-heated and 
badly ventilated. You can watch this 
any time for yourself by looking at an 
audience before the curtain rises on the 
first act of a play or opera, and by look- 
ing again at those faces four hours aft- 
erwards when they have been breathing 
the most vitiated alr while many of them 
should long ago have been in bed if 
they contemplate getting the number 
of hours of sleep necessary to recuper- 
ate from the day’s exertions. 

This question of bad air is one of the 
things which each woman should con- 
cern herself about. In ,homes, in of- 
fices, in public places and play houses 
women can and should insist on having 
good air. It's one of the things they 
can get without trying for the vote and 
if a large number of them banded fo- 
gether and insisted that churches, the- 
aters and public schools should be sys- 
tematically well ventilated a good many 
of our ills, our colds and headaches 
would vanish. Churches would be fuller 
and there would be a larger percentage 
of good looks among the congregation. 

Anything that uses up the oxygen in 
the room such as fipwers, or plants in 
a closed room shoulf never be permit- 
ted. : 

A strong religious belief is one of the 
means of progonging life, any content- 
ment and happiness and that blissful 
state of easily satisfied ambition which 
never overreaches itself, aid in keeping 
us young. People that are too ambi- 
tious seem ‘to burn themselves up, both 
mentally and physically. The mind 
governs the body, and worry is one of 
the great causes of old age. 

In some ways the Chinese are more ra- 
tional {n their @ustoms than we are, and 
if would do much towardhelping the 
race if we could change such of our 
habits as are allied to superstition and 
prejudice. Among these is the depressing 
sight of people in mourning and of the 
black drapery which we consider a nec- 
essary emblem of woe.

ANAGER CONNIE MACK, of 
VI the Philadelphia Athletics, the 
current attraction, attributes the 
slugging this spring to the fact that 
most of the pitchers have not rounded 
to form. While the general impression 
and belief among baseball men is that 
the increased, amount of rubber in the 
baseballs is the cause of the hard hit- 
ting, Mack says he thinks this has only 
a slight effect on the slugging. 

“The added rubber in the basebalis 
ia sure to help the hitting, some,” said 
Mamnager Mack to the Post-Dispatch; 
“but I do not believe that it is causing 
all this hard hitting throughout the big 
leagues. Personally, I believe it is due 
to the failure of the pitchers to round 
to their mid-season form. . 

““T know that my pitchers are not in 
the fofm that they will be later in the 
season and much of our opponerts’ hard 
hitting can be attributed: to this fact. 
el suppose the same thing applies to 
the other teams alsp. Increased hitting 
over that of last season will help the 
game considerably and I believe that 
when the pitchers hit their stride, that 
there will be just enough slugging to 
satisfy the fans.’’ 

No Chance to Land Derrick. 

lt was rumored in baseball circles Fri- 
cay, that a deal between the Athletics 
and Browns, involving Infielder Derrick 
on the Philadelphia side, might be ar- 
ranzea before Manager Mack left St.

Every golfer has at least one or two 
old clubs in his kit which he prizes as 
much as Wagner, Cobb, Lajoie or any 
of the great hitters do some of the bats 
with which ‘they have done effective 
work in the past. It is remarkable how 
golfers will clutter up their bags with 
wooden and iron clubs which are relics 
of other days. The result is that many 
a caddie has dropped almost exhausted 
because he has had to lug on some hot 
day anywhere from fifteen to. twenty 
clubs. 

* * * 

Superstition has just as much to do 
with the golfer as the follower of any 
other sport. He is delighted if by 
any meams he can get hold of some 
club which was used at some time or 
other by some well-known player, a 
professional preferred. Everyone who 
goes to Scotland is not satisfied unless 
be brings home an iron or wooden club 
made by one of the famous Scotch pro- 
fessionals. Every now and then a play- 
er does get possession of a club which 
is worth while. 

* * + 

George Cook, who for years was re- 
garded as one of the best players in the 
Philadelphia district, has in his pos- 
session a putter which was made in 
Scotland in 1758. He has had it now for 
20 years and bought it second-hand. It 
ig ina wonderfully fine state of repdir 
and every now and then when other 
putters go wrong the old club is brought 
into telling use.

Correct Golf Attire. 

There is no question that tha. chunge 
in golf attire within the last two or 
three years has been for the better. 
There was a time when most players 
cared little How careless was their at- 
tire so long as they were comfortable. 
The golf suit has done away with care- 
less dressing on the links and the com- 
plete revolution in footwear has been 
equally noticeable. Knickerbockers 
have grown in popularity With those 
who grace them well, although there 
are many of us who for the best of rea- 
sons still stick to long trousers. 

+ * * 

All this is apropos of a well-known 
golfer who has played in every section 
of the ¢ountry and whose game is good 
enough at times to land him in the first 
flight in some of the big invitation 
tournaments. He is long and. thin and 
invariably dresses in knickerbockers. In 
a recent tournament one of a party of 
golfers who saw him start away on the 
qualifying round and who was not fa- 
miliar with his play, remarked: ,‘‘Well, 
he will never finish. He'll fall into one 
of the cups and break his leg.’’

In another tournament on a course 
where the wind. blows very hard at 
times the same player stopped sudden- 
ly, faced around in the direction from 
which the wind was blowing and stood 
his driver up in front of him. “What 
are you doing?’ asked his antagonist. 
“Oh, I did not want the wind to blow 
me over,” was the reply.

That Troublesome Slice. 

The slice, like the poor, is always 
with us: It is here today and gone 
tomorrow. In many cases like an 
unwelcome guest it is apt to stay 
with us all summer. One of the mos: 
common errors in driving is the hold- 
ing of the left elbow too far down, a 
sure sign of bad timing. The ‘player 
swings the club back and his body 
goes arotind in sympathy. But ne 
brings his club forward too soon wit. 
the result that the body is left be- 
hind, as it were, and the stroke is 
thrown out of gear. The player nat- 
vrally undercuts the ball. The easi- 
est way to keep the left elbow up is 
by slipping the left hand-further 
around the shaft in the d@rection in 
which the hands of a cloeK move and 
gripping with the hand there. It may 
seem awkward,at first, but it will 
cure the slice.°

ean with a little practice learn to 
pull or slice at will, A ball is sliced. 
because the club fs drawn across it 


in towards the player as it touches 


the ball.- This is due to the fact that 


the club head has passed the outer- 
host part of the swing and is com-, 








ing in again, or™to the club face 
slanting backwards across the line of 
stroke at the moment of impact after 
the same fashion as a. putter blade 
when the player is trying to putt 
with the side swing.

Brains, Not Eyes. 

In years gone by a good deal has 
been written in golf literature about 
the influence of the master eye, 
especially as an aid to accurate put- 
ting. The thesis of Dr. Doyne of Ox- 
ford is that the true eye of the golfer

exists in the brain, that is “brain 
judgment” and not really a definite 
anatomical organ of the body. 

The majority of golfers will admit 
that their playing experience hag led 
them dimly to a similar conclusion. 
Where the golfer is most puzzléd in 
the use of the eye is on the putting 
green. The judgment afd.memory of 
the brain have to be depended upon 
for a record of the distance, and both 
eyes have to be fastened -in absorbed 
attention og the ball alone.

IRGIL M. HARRIS’ quaint and 
V highly interesting book, “Ancient, 
; Curious and Famous Wills,”’ about 
Which the Post-Dispatch has been priv- 
fieged to tell its readers a great deal 
from the advance nroofs, is just from 
the press. The author accomplished a 
Hotable thing in that he has taken an 
Ordinarily dry legal subject, and, by 
ingenueus treatment, endowed it with 
all the fascination of a romance. Per- 
haps you don’t know anything about 
the law of wills and care less—though 
it is really of vital interest to every 
man of property, however small. But 
ff you will just read Mr. Harris’ book 
solely for the entertainment it affords, 
you wiil find that you have incidentally 
absorbed, in extremely pleasant doses, 
a mass of highly important informa- 
tion. 

As St. Louisans know, Mr. Harris is 
trust officer of the Mercantile Trust 
Co. and lecturer on wills at the St. 
Louis University law school. The sub- 
ject upon which he writes has been 
close to his heart many years and the 
work shows that he has devoted a tre- 
mendous amount of research to it. He 
gives practical suggestions for will 
writing as well as specimens of wills 
from the dawn of history. Among the 
testaments reproduced are those of 
Caesar, Shakspeare, Columbus, Voltaire, 
Virgil, Charles I, Isaac Walton, Wash- 
ington and about five hundred other 
persons more or less famous. Some of 
these rare old documents illuminate 
_history and biography. The real nature 
of a testator is shown in his will. He 
may be a poseur in all other things, but 
he usually is “getting down to brass 
tacks with himself,’’ when composing 
his last testament. Thus, in reading 
Mr. Harris’ book, you get new and in- 
teresting impressions of men long fa- 
mous but whose true characters were 
never so limned as in the production of 
their last legal cammunications to their 
fellow men. The book is dedicated to 
the late Judge Jacob Klein of the St. 
Louis Circuit Court, himself a famous 
authority on probate matters.

“THE RELIGION OF BEAUTY.” 
HOSE who do not like to have their 
ig feelings stirred unnecessarily by 
beautiful language have sometimes 
scolded in harsh words. One of their 
sayings is that a man who might write 
beautifully enough to bring tears over | 
the sorrows of a neglected donkey, 
might be capable of neglecting his own 
grandmother. This does not apply when 
Ralcy Husted Bell writes a handsome 
volume on “The Religion of Beauty.” 
Still, it has a certain connection with 
his beginnings and conclusions. He be- 
gins without expecting to think of any- 
thing new, because he knows his feel- 
ings are riot peculiar to himself and 
fecls sure that what he thinks has been 
thought millions of times before. To 
enjoy all beauty and to do all beauti- 
ful things is the religion of beauty. It 
is beautiful in Mr. Husted’s theory to 
“rescue a poor fly from a spider’s web.”’ 
Others say that the poor fly when re- 
leased carries measles or something 
werse into the next house. However 
this may be, if any one is religious 
encugh to go on reléasing flies enough, 
it is only a question of time when the 
poor spider starves. This has been 
thought out before, but not, it seems, 
by Mr. Bell. He may think it out here- 
after. As a result of what he has 
thought of already, he writes beauti- 
fully in prose and occasionally in verse, 
from his first page to his last. On the 
last page, he finds that “sorrow is in- 
dispensable to man’s highest estate.” 
He stops soon, because this ‘“‘chills the 
soul” in the presence of infinite mys- 
tery. It may prevent him from making 
many converts among those who are 
be satisfied 
with their present estate. Still Ralcy 
Husted Bell need not take off his bon- 
net to Ruskin or any one else who 
has tried to think his beauty-thoughts 
before him. He is at least as practical 
as Ruskin, and those who are already 
satiated with Meiskin’s prose poetry, 
may think that Bell is better.

A NEW WAY TO READ HISTORY. 
T is a very considerable urfdertaking 
| to collect enough material of any 
kind to give a connected view of 
American history from the age of the 
Mound Builders and the discovery of 
“Vineland,” by the Norsemen until the 
United States are continental. In ‘‘Amer- 
ican History by American Poets,” pub- 
lished by Duffield & Co., New York, 
Nellie Urner Wallington has attempted 
this and has made what in various ways 
is a surprising success. Taking great 
events in the known history of the 
coantry, as far as it can be carried 
backward, she has searched for an 
American poem good enough to show the 
meaning and explain the inner sig- 
nificance of each event, as great events 
connect in their own order of time 
to explain everything. One surprise is 
the comparatively small filed covered 
by famous American poets. From Long- 
fellow, Whittier, Bryant and othef well- 
Known poets of the last generation, 
the ejitor of the collection moves for- 
Ward to thé present and back to the 
beginnings of American literature. In 
che Colonial period, she discovers 
that even Roger Williams and Thomas 
Paine were poetical enough at times 
‘o serve her purpose in this connection. 
Moving forward to living writers, she 
finds an output of verse which is not 
shamed by comparision with that of 
the famous poets of the nineteenth 
century. When this leaves many great 
events still uncovered, the editor calls 
on writers unknown or anonymous, for 
help and gets it. The final result is a 
comp‘lation which may fairly be called 
‘“‘American History by American Poets” 
in ballads, odes, and other forms of 
verse, still used on occasion for his- 
torical purposes, as survivals from the 
time when all history was written by 
poets. Without the work of poets now 
forgotten, or never known at all ex- 
cept iccally, the work would not have 
beer: published at all. It may be said 
that in their connection, they hold 
their own very well even when one of the 
first known events in American history, 
tae Norse discovery, throws Longfel- 
low’s “Skeleton in Armor,” and Whit- 
tier’s poem ‘‘The Norsemen,”’ close to the 
teginning of tTie volume. If there is 
nothing in the collection better than 
“The Skeleton in Armor,” there is 
probably nothing worse than Joel Bar- 
low’s celebration of Meriwether Lewis’ 
return of St. Louis.

HOW OPPENHEIM WRITES. 
Fe i roiine OPPENHEIM, the most 
‘ 





prolific of present-day fictionists, 
is visiting in the United States 
this spring. Mr. Oppenheim says: 

‘‘The moderate amount of success 
which thy stories have attained, en- 
ables me fo write them in the manner I 
like best. I live in a cottage upon the 
east coast, with a view of the North’ 
Sea from my windows, excellent golf 
links within a few yards and plenty of 
rough shooting within easy distance. 
I have no system of work, but, gen- 
erally speaking, half my time is de- 
voted to actual writing, and the other 
half is divided between exercise and 
sport, visits to London and travel. My’ 
work itself ‘is accomplished with the 
help of a secretary. Many a time, 
eanNier in life, when I used to write 
my stories with my own hand, I have | 
found that my ideas would come so 
much faster than my fingers could 
work that I have prayed for some 
more speedy method of transmission. 
Now I usually dictate my stories as 
they unfold themselves, to my secre- 
tary, who takes them down in short- 
hand. She then transcribes them rough- 
ly by means of a typewriter, and from 
these sheets I dictate the final effort, 
subject to the. inevitable revision. 
These things, of course, are all a mat- 
ter of custom, but whereas many of my 
fellow writers have told me that they 
found it impossible to dictate satisfac- 
torily, I myself, from the very first 
momen® found it by far the most ef- 
fective method of getting my work onto 
paper. This is naturally a matter of 
individual idiosyncrasy.’’
